Please make 
plans to attend this meeting if possible—it is of vital im- 
portance to Arkansas Libraries. 
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County Library Amendments To Appear 
On the Ballot In November 


Arkansans will be given an opportunity to vote FOR a library 
measure the importance of which cannot be overestimated, when 
they visit the polls in November. It will be the responsibility of 
every librarian and every trustee to do everything possible to see 
that the voters of their communities are informed of the impor- 
tance of voting FOR the County Library Amendment. 

Librarians and friends of libraries over the state are to be 
congratulated on the number of signatures which were secured 
to place the initiated amendment on the ballot. Intensive work on 
the part of these same groups during the next six weeks will in- 
sure the successful passage of the measure. 


What the successful passage of the measure will mean to your 
library: 


1. The amendment gives your county permission to support 
your library more adequately. 

2. Your library will have an opportunity to place itself on a 
sound financial footing. 

3. In the future the libraries of the state will have more 
books, more adequately paid staffs, and bookmobiles for 
transportation. 

4. If the measure fails to pass at this election, it will be four 
years until a similar measure could be passed and the 
libraries receive benefits from it. 


What passage of the measure does not mean: 


1. A tax is not being voted when you vote for the amend- 
ment. Each county will later vote its own tax if it needs 
to do so. 

2. Property already taxed for library support in cities of the 
first class cannot be taxed again if a county votes a tax. 


What your library group can do to assure the passage of the 
measure: 


1. Arrange to have the measure explained at every club 
group in your county before the election date. 
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2. Secure newspaper publicity explaining the measure and its 
benefits to your own county. 


8. Check your poll tax lists and see that as many as possible 
of the people on your lists have the measure explained 
to them personally. Get the assurance of every person 
that you contact that he will vote for the measure. Every 
person who votes in the election who fails to scratch the 
ballot for or against the library amendment votes against 
the measure. The amendment must secure a majority of 
the votes cast in the election to become a law. 


4. The Arkansas State Library Commission has folders for 
distribution explaining the amendment. If you can see 
that the folders will reach voters, write the Commission 
for copies for distribution.

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An Institute On Library Extension—Problems 
and Solutions 


Almost two hundred librarians from twenty-nine states and 
Canada attended the Institute on Library Extension at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago Graduate Library School during the week of August 
21-26. Those in attendance were primarily heads of state libraries, 
county and regional librarians and public librarians, because this 
conference was planned to discuss problems and means of solving 
them for all types of library extension. 

Leta Sowder, Executive Secretary and Librarian of our State 
Commission, and Elizabeth Malone, President of our State Library 
Association, were privileged to attend. They represented our state 
but they wished each day that more of our librarians could have 
been there with them and caught the vision of an extended library 
service not only in our state, but in all states. 

The speakers were experts in their fields and included both 
library leaders and specialists in government and education. 

Three recommendations that your two representatives would 
like to give to you from the speakers of the Institute and the four 
points emphasized all through the conference were: 

1. Re-organization of library service to serve larger regions 
for the purpose of saving expense, duplication of procedures, and 
giving of better service. 

2. Wider use of bookmobile service. 

3. Definite plans for post-war extension and development of 
library service whereby the library would become more and more 
the center of culture, education and entertainment. A closer co- 
operation with all civic activities was urged. 

4. Increase in salaries and the raising of professional stand- 
ards for librarians by legal certification. . 

5. Support of federal aid for libraries to equalize library op- 
portunity for everyone.

Post-War Planning 


Libraries in small towns have been 
much concerned about their part in 
post-war planning. At this time it is, 
in many towns, difficult to determine 
what can be done now, and what 
should be done later. 

One suggestion which anyone can 
follow is to keep continuously alert 
to what is going on in his town. Here 
the trustees can be of help. For in- 
stance, there is already an increased 
interest in vocational material and 
also in the problems of young people. 
A librarian can scrutinize most care- 
fully her collections in these fields, 
weed out the obsolete, add the good 
new titles and call them to the at- 
tention of those likely interested. 
Clubs and parent-teacher groups will 
number among these. 

This is the time of year to contact 
the program chairman of the various 
clubs to learn how the proposed win- 
ter programs may be related to 


books. Serious study along certain 
lines would indicate the need for 
special book purchases. If a subject 
is to be covered by a single program, 
the librarian can plan for a borrowed 
collection of books from the Arkansas 
State Library Commission to supple- 
ment the books in her own collection. 

Planning boards have been estab- 
lished in many Arkansas counties and 
communities. The very position of 
librarian carries with it the privilege 
of approaching any group represen- 
tative to state the librarian’s willing- 
ness to cooperate, and to explain that 
books can be available to assist that 
particular organization. It is the 
duty of the librarian and her board 
to see that the public library is in- 
cluded in any community post-war 
plans which are being made. 

The State Department of Education 
beginning work on a survey leading 
to a comprehensive survey which will 
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precede the announcement of com- 
plete post-war plans along education- 
al lines. The librarian should secure 
the names of the committee on post- 
war planning for education from the 
county school supervisor of each 
county and volunteer her services and 
cooperation. 


In other words, if the librarian fol- 
lows the general policy of being con- 
stantly on the watch for new interests 
and activities in her community and 
relates the library to these she is a 
part of post-war planning.—Adapted 
from the Bulletin of the New Hamp- 
shire Public Libraries.

SIX GOOD PRINCIPLES FOR USE 
IN BUYING BOOKS FOR THE 
LIBRARY 


1. Understand the purpose of your 
library. 

2. Understand the needs of your 
town. 

3. Know what other libraries you 
may call on for inter-library loans 
and what other agencies in your com- 
munity can help you. The Arkansas 
State Library Commission lends books 
on inter-library loan to any library 
in the state. 

4. Know books in your own library 
thoroughly. 

5. Know how much money may be 
spent for books during the year. 

6. Know books and book review- 
ing magazines. 


Book selection is not an art if we 
just buy the best sellers. Then we 
are merely following herd instinct. 
But if we actually choose books for 
our specific library we are going to 
build a better library for our town. 
Very often we underestimate the im- 
portance of other agencies. Librar- 
ians must work very closely with all 
groups, welfare, health, school, 
church, in order to give their patrons 
the best service. It may not be neces- 
sary to write to Little Rock when the 
local health officer, the nurse, the 
school principal or some other person 
can provide the answer.
